The army of Gen. Lainoriciere annount«d 
to 25,000 men. It is said, however, that the 
general oould not reckon on having more 
than 10,000 good foldier«, among whom 
■were counted three c^rps of Austrian volun- 
teers, who took part in the lale campaign. 

The renowned Father Giovanni, Garibal- 
di's soldier-monk, displayeJ ijreat courage 
at the battle of Melazzo. Unarmed, only 
bearinu the cross in his hand, lie ran along 
thft ranks cheering and animating the volun- 
teers to the fight, constantly shoutinp; to 
them " Fear not, God is on our side ! Mark, 
I, his minister, am the foreinosl to expose 
myself to the grape shot and the volley of 
muaketry, yet I remain unscathed. Charge, 
Italians, charge !" And still, as he shouted, 
he waved aloft the cross. Setting them this 
example, and repealing a(oud passages from 
Scripture, he cheered on the soldiers, to 
some pur()ose, it must be owned, as by thuir 
iiidomiiable couM^e they carried the strong 
position of Melaz/o. 

Amongst the killed at Melazxo were Gen- 
eril Cusenz, Colonel Corte, and Capt. Guas- 
talia, from Matitau, one of the most distio- 
gnished ofHeers of Medici'. '.toffi^-^Trmy 
guns, 139 horses, and 100,000 rourids of am- 
munition, were the material fruits of the 
victory. , ■> 

The Naiione gives some curious details ai 
to the costume of Garibaldi's gailanl legions. 
Uniformity does not appear to be particular- 
ly prized. The arlillery is clothed as in 
Piedmont. The line wear red tunics, red 
woolen caps, nnd canvass trousers. The 
Chas.-iei.irs o( itin Alps have the red tunics 
with Hie Cahilirese hat and black feathers. 
The ,Ktna Chasseurs wear a dark coffee- 
•olored blouse, with a red kepi. The " Sons 
of Liberty" have adopted a white jacket and 
trousers, with a red and white Suliote cap. 
The cavalry are clothed in a kind of red 
lunio, very wide Turkish trousers, with red 
or green kepis embroidered with silver. It 
it aomewbat remarkable that every corps, 
however newlv or loosely organized, pos- 
•esses an excellent ba nd.

Uanaimo Harbor Bill 
We adveriBil a f«w numbers back to a 
movement to create Nanaimo a pott of entry, 
and establish there a Harbor Maator. pn 
further inquiry iiito the'nieriis 'of ih°e case, 
we find there is nothing to warrant any 
■uoh measure. There is no necessity for 
'either, except it be to find an office for one 
of that class of government pests known as 
offioe-seekers. If auch be tlie only plausible 
reason that cun'bB'urgoci for a port of entry 
(and harbor master, we suggest the establish- 
ment of a poor-hou.se al once, where all 
such political v.i^;abonds may be much more 
economically disposed of. In il they can bo 
far cheaper fed iind clothed, than by dress- 
ing up faded genlility in idleness, to live on 
Hinccures paid by ta.xing the property and 
commerce of the oountryt 

Since tlie commencoraent of tho year, wc 
learn that only fourteen merchant vessels 
havo arrived all Nanaimo for coals. Eleven 
out of that number entered heio first with 
merchandize. Tho other three went direct 
from abroad. It would, indeed, ben very 
economical step to make a harbor master to 
look after fourteen resscls that arrived :it 
Nanaimo within ten months ! We ahv!\ys 
.supp lied offieers were provided when the 
WAULS of a community showed that their 
.sei viues were necessary. But it would ap- 
pear that tho proposition is rDverscd. It is 
propused t;o give Nanaimo a harbormaster 
\vhen his services are unnecessary. Such 
r.uethuught to preserve fossil specimens of 
faded gentility may bo admired ln-.»omo 
quarters, but the public purse; is rather too 
poorly lined to bear the. pxponso. In lact, 
the statement we give shows ' that a port of 
entry would double the cutranec and clear- 
ance fees of vessels. 

Eleven vessels enter this port with mer- 
chandise, and after discharging they pay foi 
a clearance to Ninaimo, where il would 
have to be repeated again, were it a port 
of entry. No inconvenience worth men- 
tioning hai^ yet been experienced for waul of 
a port ot entry. Did vessel.n bound to Na- 
naimo go round the notto and of the Island, 
we might see/some reason for granting a 
port of entry ; btJt all veMeU mns) pass our 
very doors— the same as they go by Port 
Townsend— when entering or leavi-ig Pugot 
Sound. We are grailually building up a 
small fleet of coasting vessels. A sleain- 
boal is now being built forecasting. Shall 
these also be taxed for entrance at.d clear- 
ance ? If WB do so, it will not show nmch 
disposition to foster siiip-buildiiig enterpri>^o. 
All that is reqnired, so far as we can leant, 
to render Nanaimo harbor rnoro .safe than al 
present, is four or five more buoys. There 
are some four laid down already. Were 
they laid ilown, siiiricient would be e.xpend- 
od for the protection of shipping till the ton- 
nage of Nanaimo became of much more 
mportance ihnn at present. 



Gen. Harnbt a«d Sah Iuan.— A cor- 
respondent of the' San Ttancisco L'txning 
JutteKn aaya the American Cabinet has 
lately had a lonx session, a* which all the 
Secretaries, the Postmaster General and the 
Altornoy General, were prnsent. The state- 
ment of Gen. Harney, addressed to tho War 
Department, in reference to the San Juan 
affair, was under consideration, but no de- 
cision ill regiird to it was come to. Gen. 
Ilainey persists in the opinion that tho 
mi.ssion of Genera! Scott was a grave error, 
and that the island would now be outs bad 
h.) not been interfered willi. The General 
treats diplomatic comity and our agreement 
fur temporary joint occupancy ub of small 
aooount. The President reserves the whole 
case for deliberate judgment. General Har- 
ney says he was not apprised by Lieutenant 
General Scott of the nature of the laiier's 
report, nor of the ground of complaint 
against him until hi§ arrival in Washington.

Db\tu of a British DErwtrEti. — 
About two years ogo, James Sutton Elliott, 
having charge of one of the naval depots on 
the ooast of England, proved a defaulter to 
a large amount, He ran away, taking with 
him the wile of another. He went to the 
United States, and after roarainf through 
several of the principal Slates, visited Sara- 
toga Springs under an assumed name, and 
al that place himself and paramour attract- 
ed universal attention, frpmjhe magnifi- 
cence of their reside'npe' land 'their "gorge- 
ous " raiment." Bow street detectives, how- 
ever, broke in upon their bliss and dispelled 
the halo of grandeur ' which their lu.xurions 
habits had thrown around them in the 
fashionable': world.? Elliott- was led to the 
Eldridge street prison at New York, and his 
paramour became the companion of another. 
Stripped of his ill-gotten gains, the wretched 
man wandered about tho streets of Now 
York, and died about a month ago, the very 
picture of miseryrand. pov erty. 

The Suit in CnANCERv.— Tho case of 
Phillips ot. ttl. vs. Green was " dragging its 
slow length along," yesterday in tho Court of 
Chancery. It will probably occupy two or 
three days yot. Evidcnoe, pro and con, taken 
at a previous examination was read yester- 
dny. Vvom this evidence it appears tho 
plaintiffs allege that at Whatcom they gave 
defendant a certain amount of money to buy 
property in thi.s city. That ho returned to 
Whatcom and said he could find no property 
worth buying, and that the money given, him 
was used up by his e-xpciises. The defen- 
dant denies any "Connection with the plain- 
tiffs, and mates . offidavit ' thiit the only 
money he over received from them was one 
dollar. ' D. 'B.' Ring, Ksq.. appear for the 
plaintiffs, .ind Attorney General Cary for 
defendant. 

High Qijartz fkom ^ Quesnblle.— IMr. 
Robinson, of A-hirchand & Co.'s assay olficc, 
yesterday showed us four small pieces of 
red gold-bearing quartz, which was brought 
from Quesnelle River by a Chinaman. The 
Celestial states lhat he and several of his 
countrymisn have slfuisk the vien neur the 
mouth of Quesnelle, and will work it in the 
spring. Tho specimens are very rich— lit- 
erally impregnated with the precious metal 
—and Mr. U. thinks it will a<say al the rale 
of S10,000 per ton. Tho gold is altogether 
diflerent in color from that found in the 
Cariboo— the former being a beautiful light 
yellow; while the latter has a dark, hesvy 
color.

A Man Starving HiMSKr.r to Death.— 
A man named Eldridge, residing at Capo 
Cod, Massachusotis, recently starved him- 
self to death because iie had lived long 
enough. A writer to a Halifa.K paper gives 
the following account of (he affair. Cape 
Cod is a great place for " big fish " stories, 
and we shouldn't wonder if this was one of 
the same character : 

Mr. Eldridge lived«morc than leventy days 
withMit food or nourishment of any kind. 
He was undon,btedly insniie, but there was 
a method 'in' his madness" such as has 
rarelJPbeen evinced by any human being. 
He was in the full possession of his health 
arid strencilh, and his vital power fare.xceed- 
ed that of ordinary men, which accounts for 
his long endurance under circumstances to 
which most others would have much sooner 
succumbed. Ho had often expressed his 
determination to commit suicide, but ac- 
knowledged his lack of courage to do it in 
the more ordinary modes of drowning, hang- 
ing, etc. Kvery means that could be sug- 
gested were u.sed by bis friends to persuade 
him to desist from his purpose, but witl.out 
avail. Noslratasem lhat could be devised, no 
force that could be used was left untried 
to supply the starving man with sustenance. 
Ho successfully resisted every effort to thai 
end. When asked if he was not hungry, he 
would reply, "0, yes, I could eat witii as 
good a relish as ever.'' He would sit down 
hy the family, while thev were at their meals, 
and would look wistfully al ihe table, but 
nothing could induce him to admit a particle 
of food into his mouth. He would go into 
the cellar, and standing over the pork barrel, 
apo.slrophi/.e it thus: ''1 will eat you all 
up." He retained his strength, during all 
tlie .seventy days, sufRciently to walk about 
the house,untiMhe last fortnight.when nature 
finally iuoctlmbed, and he took to his bed, 
never to rise again, lie gave no reason for 
his singular conduct, except that he had 
lived long enough, and was of no use in the 
world. A more extraordinary instance .of 
strong self-will and superhuman po^ver of 
command over the appetite, probably is not 
.bii record..^ 

HnoAocLOTii THE EneMv OF Hkai.tii.— 
Professor ramilion, in an address on hygiene 
to the graduates of the Buffalo Medical Col- 
lege, denounces broadcloth as an enemy to 
exercise, and therefore to heiiltli. His re- 
marks are poinled and sensible. He sayn : 

American gentlemen have adopted as a 
national costume, broadcloth — a thin, tight- 
fitting snil of broadcloth. To foreigners we 
seem always to be in mourning; we travel 
in black. The priest, ihe lawyer, the doc- 
tor, the literary man, llie mechanic, and 
even die day laborer, choose always the 
same rnduolonniis black broadcloth — a style 
that ouiiht never !o have been adopted out 
of the diiiwiiig-ioom or the pulpit ; because 
it is a feeblr and expensive fabric; because 
it is at the North no protection against the 
cold, nor is it any more suitable at the South. 
Il is too thin to be wiirin in winter, and too 
black to \h; cool in summer ; bn: espeoially 
do wo oliject to it, because the wearer is 
always .Kiiliii!,' it by cxpitsisrc. Young gen- 
tlfinen will DOI [Any balS, jivV^K riuoilH, or 
u-reslle, or lumb'e, or do any similar thing, 
lest tlieir broadcloth nhould be olfended. 
They will not go out into the storm, liecausa 
the broa.lclolh will lose its lusUe if rain 
lall upon il ; they will not nni, because they 
hav(! NO (•(iiifidencfl in the -o^iia <if ineir 
broadcloth : they date not mount a horse or 
lesi) a fence, because broadcloth, as every- 
body knows, t« so faithless. So these young 
men, and lhe.se ohier men, these merchants, 
mei.dianics, and all, learu to walk, talk, and 
think soberly and carefully. They seldom 
venture even to laugh to the full extent of 
their sides.
